No Pact Needed For Us 


Whether a nonaggression pact happened to 


be between Russia and the United States, be­ 
tween Russia and a number of individual 
states, or between all Warsaw Pact nations 
and all members of the North Atlantic 
Treaty Organization, a pledge to refrain 
from going to war would be ludicrous. 


No nation on earth, with the possible ex­ 
ception of Egypt, wants to go to war. Their 
governments are of one mind about peace. 
They want it. They arm themselves only for 
defense. 
They arc of one mind about what threat­ 


e n s peace. It is the "other” nation 


Americans live in shuddery fear of an all- 
out attack by Russians. Their government 
tells them this is a possibility—a probability 
if they relax their posture of defense. 


The government of Russia tells its people 
the same thing—that the United States and 
its allies are waiting to pounce on them and 
have been plotting to give their most feared 
neighbor, West Germany, the means to 
launch a new invasion. 


THE KREMLIN had made a nonaggres­ 
sion pact with Hitler's Germany in August 
ULTI, then invaded Poland and Finland to 
prevent a German attack, they explained. 
Russia was invaded by Germany and Ro­ 
mania in .Tune 1941. 
Under the Communist regime, nonaggres­ 
sion pacts have a double edge in Russia 


In the current unsettlement of the interna­ 
tional balance of power, the Soviet Union 
plainly is using the doctrine of coexistence 
W'ith the West to offset the collapse of co­ 
existence with Chinese Communism. 


Whether cleavage between Russians and 
Chinese is real or simulated, the West must 
consider the same proposition: 
Can it afford to play the game of inter­ 
national power politics with an adversary 
like tile Soviet Union? Can it risk the out­ 
come of a choice which is comparable to 
saying to international Communism "Heads 
you win, tails we lose.” 


THE UNITED STATES has no intention 
of being an aggressor against the Soviet 
Union. 
It has no intention of playing an aggres­ 
sor role against any nation. Its hand is 
stayed even against Cuba, despite strong 
belief that its security depends on neu­ 
tralizing this offshore bastion of Communist 
influence. 
It could sign a nonaggression pact with­ 
out a qualm. So could the Soviet Union. It 
signed one with Germany in 1939 The pact 
still had eight years to run when Germany 
attacked Russia—without a qualm 
Nonaggression pacts are only as good as 
the governments that sign them. 
The United States needs no nonaggression 
pact to restrain itself It isn’t planning to 
attack anyone anyway. 


The Right To Assemble 


\ few members of the House of Repre­ 
sentatives and Senate have been talking as 
if there might he something intrinsically 
wrong with a civil rights demonstration in 
Washington next month. 
President Kennedy has set them .straight 
with a promise to be on hand if a demon­ 
stration takes place as presently scheduled 
He ha* pointed out what no legislator should 
forget, that the First Amendment to the 
Constitution guarantees tile right of the pei>- 
ple peaceably to assemble and petition the 
government for a redress of grievances 
This is in effect a presidential challenge 
to Negroes who plan to assemble in Wash­ 
ington next month ami to their friends and 
sympathizers of other races who plan to join 
them. 
The President will be there in person to 
hear the petitions He wants all members «»f 
the government to be on hand He is taking

Building a stalk was an art 
While all this tumult was in full tilt out 
side a le s s noisy and more efficient tumult 
was going on in the kitchen, where rows of 
fresh pies and kettles of potatoes dried corn.

Trouble In District Of Columbia 


By R aym ond Moley 


There is mounting evidence that 
the government of the District of 
Columbia ranks high among the 
worst-managed urban areas in the 
United States There is a frighten­ 
ing a mo u n t of delinquency, a 
mass-transit muddle that has pre­ 
vailed for years, intolerable traf­ 
fic c o n d i t i o n s, and incredible 
waste and mismanagement in the 
administration of welfare prob­ 
lems. 


This big and growing eommun- 
ity. it should be noted, is the re­ 
sponsibility of the President and 
Gongress of the I mted States 
In beautifying it. presidents and 
Congresses have spent sums which 
dwarf the efforts of Napoleon III 
in rebuilding Pans or those ex­ 
pended bv the Caesars rn making 
splendid the eternal city of Rome 
Bills are introduced every year in 
great profusion to make Washing­ 
ton a center of culture 
The Kennedy regime struggles 
to cultivate the arts The popula 
bon, with n o t a b l e exceptions, 
stands high in intelligence. But 
incompetence in the city hall 
mocks all these exterior advant­ 
ages. 


THE PRESIDENT appoints I be

It has also been clear that there 
is no disposition on the part of 
the Kennedy administration to en­ 
courage the states and dependen­ 
cies. including the District of 
Columbia, to avail themselves ef­ 
fectively of the provisions of the 
Kerr-Mills bill which was enacted 
into law in I960.. For the success­ 
ful operation of the Kerr-Mills 
legislation would make the enact­ 
ment of the Kennedy plan for 
medical aid to the aged unneces­ 
sary 
The Kerr-Mills plan permits the 
secretary of health, education, and 
welfare to determine the federal 
share of expense for such pro­ 
grams And so the HEW secretary 
has fixed that amount of federal 
help for the District of Columbia 
at 50 per cent. 
The report ut the comptroller 
general says that “ at the time 
the (Kerr-Mills) legislation was 
enacted, low-income aged resi 
dents of the District were already 
being provided the type of basic 
care and services contemplated 
under the medical care for the 
aged program 
"However, to become eligible 
for the federal grants, the District 
needed to obtain legislative au­ 
thority to change certain of its 
residency requirements 
‘ We found that the District de­ 
layed seeking the necessary legis­ 
lative authority and did not ade­ 
quately prepare for participation 
in the program ” Thus it did not 
receive 
the 
federal 
assistance 
to which it wa' entitled 
The comptroller general goes on 
in his report to say that this fail­ 
ure to implement the Kerr-Mills 
program is only "a symptom" of 
more extensive weaknesses in the 
District programs w'hich his of­ 
fice ha* brought to the attention 
of Congress from time to time in 
the past 


THREE ( ONCI.l SIONS are in ­ 
evitable 
First, that Congress and it' sub­ 
committees failed to lake actum 
on reports of District incompe­ 
tence. 
Second, that the District anthol 
Hies were apparently unwilling to 
make the Kerr-Mills plan a sue 
cess And, finally, that even when 
it might get money from prompt 


action, the District neglected its 
responsibility. 
In his report the comptroller 
general set forth the reason ad 
vanced by the District govern 
ment for its failure and then, item 
by item, refuted them 
He concluded by saying that the 
District at the time of his report 
had not adopted his recommends 
ti ems. 
This, then, is how Uncle Sam 
runs his own household while he is 
busy telling everybody else how 
to mn theirs.

Pittsburgh Railroad house near 
the telegraph office from which 
militia operations were directed. 
A horseman had galloped into 
Lisbon late Saturday night shout­ 
ing, “ Morgan’s coming!” a n d 
church bells soon were sounding 
the warning in the darkness. 


THREE COMPANIES of militia 
organized and moved out early 
in the morning under Captains 
William Hostetter. James Burbick

THE REBELS' weapons were 
fired into the air to empty them 
and the rifles were stacked in 
the fields. About 4 p. m., the 
prisoners started for Salineville 
with Shackleford and Morgan in 
the lead. They arrived at Sa­ 
lineville in an hour, waiting for a 
•special train to transport them to 
Wellsville. 
People crowded around to see 
the famed rebel leader and to 
watch the prisoners and wounded 
being brought in. A warehouse of 
the Irwin general store was con­ 
verted to a hospital for both sides 
and the other captives camped 
behind the store. 
The train with Morgan reached 
Wellsville early in the evening 
and he was taken first to the rail­ 
road eating house to meet lien 
Brooks. 
Later, the Confederate 
and his staff went to the Whil- 
acre House, a hotel at 4th St. on 
the present site of the Potters 
Bank Si Trust Co., where the of­ 
ficers were given double parlor 
rooms on the first floor facing 
the river—the goal the raiders

THE NEXT morning. the I mon 
officers with Morgan and his staff 
lx>arded a train amid crowds of 
onlookers and journeyed to Cin­ 
cinnati, where the raiders were 
turned over to Gen Burnside. 
The longest organized cavalry 
ride in history was ended, having 
diverted 110.000 militia arid al­ 
most all the Union cavalry in the 
Midwest 
And despite plundering 
of stores and farms and destruc­ 
tion of bridges and r a i l r o a d 
trucks, not a woman or child 
wa* molested and only one pri­ 
vate home bi limed 
It ha* been estimated the raid 
cost more than IOO northern lives 
with 350 other casualUe*. while 
Morgan had about .TOO men killed 
or wounded 
Ohio’s bill for the 
venture was almost SI million 
The long ride north was in ac­ 
tuality a minor part of the gen­ 
eral pattern of the war, but it 
did aid Bragg s retreat, delayed 
the investment of eastern Ten 
nessee. kept the Midwest in alarm 
for several weeks, was a sizable 
expense for the north and rekin­ 
dled hope in discouraged South­ 
ern hearts 
Instead of being treated as pris­ 
oners of war. Morgan and his 
men were placed in the Ohm Pen­ 
itentiary at Columbus as felons. 
with their heads shav ed and were 
kept for a while in deplorable 
conditions. 


WHILE EFFORTS were made 
b r exchanging them, they began 
to make plans for escape and in 
November, the general and six 
others 
gained t h e i r freedom 
through holes dug in the floors 
and fled over a wall and to the 
South and freedom disguised as 
drovers. 


Morgan attempted to reorgan­ 
ize hi* old command, but there 
was resistance in Richmond and 
few resources left in the fading 
Confederacy, A raid into Kentuc­ 
ky in June resulted in a surprise 
federal attack and failure.

MOSCOW (A P)—When does a 
winner feel like a loser0 
When he beats the Russians by 
only five points. 
The American track and field 
team scratched out a victory over 
the Soviet Union in their annual 
dual meet here Saturday and Sun­ 
day by that slim margin, lowest 
American victory total ever. 
But it would be difficult to iden­ 
tify the winners today. The Rus­ 
sians were flashing their thumbs 
up “ hunky d o n ’’ signal all over 
town. 
The Americans were gloomy. 
There were enough sour grapes 
around to start a vinegar factory 
T argets for American carping 
included the food in Moscow ho­ 
tels. some of the athletes them ­ 
selves and the behavior of some 
m em bers of the women's team , 
who reportedly sat around hotel 
lobbies complaining alxiut life in 
Moscow, instead of training. 
These were the cold fads 
The Americans won 12 of the 
events, the Russians IO That was 
the lowest victory margin in the 
history of the five meets in a se­ 
ries that began in 1958 
The Americans got 
only Iho 
points they expected, and not all

The Soviets won the HO high 
hurdles for the first time. and 
took seconds in the IOO and 400 
meters for the first time. Russian 
Valery Brume! 
broke his 
own 
world high jum p record with a 
leap of 7 feet 5% inches. 
The Americans lost the 400 me­ 
ter relay when they were disqual­ 
ified for la te n tly illegal baton 
passing. 
Almost 
unbelievable 
disaster 
struck the women’s team in the 
Soviet meet. 
The girls were whipped bv the 
Russians 75-28, lost all IO events 
and only took two seconds. 
Under the scoring system of 
5-3-2-1, with 
two athletes from 
each nation rn each event. Ihe 
worst they could have scored was 
•’IO points if they had only walked 
around the track. 
But in probably the worst inter­ 
national showing ever m ade by 
an American team, they didn’t 
even achieve that.
